For the three-quarters 12,004 
in 1812, Mr. Marsh gave inan account of 
the mode fn which furniture was provided for 
the palacës. Now a disttuction was made 
between the palace occupied by tbe King, or 
Prince Regent, ând the other Royal houses; 
so that there was no security against the ex- 
penses of those so oëcupied. Mr. Bankes’s 
Bill, ian fact, became a dead letter. 'fhese 
Circumstances of expense would throw some 
light on the question on which so much had 
been said respecting the Officers òf the House. 
hold being independeat of the Ministers. Kle 
then adverted to the nùmerous alluwances to 
Ambassadors. He believed that instead of 
the usual állowance of plate, Some of the 
Ambassadors took money.

Noble and Iligh Mighty Lords, 

‘Being charged with the honourable task of 
laying before your Mightiunesses on the occa. 
tion of four first ordinary Sitting, a Report 
Conceraing the present state of the Nether. 
fands since their emaucipation from foreign 
power, our gracious prince having now reigu= 
ed for one year over us, it will be unnecessa. 
Fy to recall to the minds of your High Migh- 
tinesses those fatal times so sincerely depre. 
cated by all Netherlanders, which prwceded the 
happy period when Almighty Providence was 
pleased to restore existence to this-forlora 
Country, and to place it agaiu in the rank of 
Nations. 

The comparison between the present state 
of affsirs aud that under which we have so 
Tong suffered, might, it is true, serve to ren- 
der the happy effects of our deliverauce still 
more striking: but the recollectien of our 
fornter situation. would donbtless awaken 
feelings and re-open wounds which the sooth. 
Íng hand of time has already begun to cure. 
And wherefore shoald it be necessary to draw 
d comparisomr between our present state and 
that in which we once were: the difference 
must appear so palpable to your High Migzh.

ment of the circulation of money as the must 
importaut: With this view his Highuess as 
Boon as circumstances could perinit, establish. 
ed a.National auk in the capita! : and though 
this establishment, from its novelty, did not at 
frst experience (hat favourable reception 
which had been.erpected ; its utility has since 
‘been its recommendation, and the conaence 
it has excited has been highly advantageuus ta 
trade. The repeal of a part of the export and 
import duties, which on the gracious recom. 
mendation of his Royat Highness will soon 
take place, will also have a beneficial indu 
ence vn “commerce; but that which affords 
tke most inestimable advantage is the vppoartu. 
tity which is given to all the people of the 
Netherlands to form commercial connexions 
in whatever quarter of the world they plcase, 
and particularly to the important Dutch pos. 
sessions in India. The view which may be as 
yet aflorded respecting the West India trade 
is less certain, as what Colonies shall be restor. 
ed to us still depends upou faith aud negucia. 
tions. At any rate however the hope may be 
encouraged that whatever may be ceded as to 
dominion, no other advantages will be lost to 
the mother country, but on the contrary that 
the relatiaus of the Netherlanders with their 
estales will be preserved by a direct commu.

In former times, the extensive freigktage of 
Dutch ships in carrying on the trade of ouher 
nations, fermed an independent source of 
wealih z but for some time past the increascd 
trade of other nations haring induced tirer: to 
make use of their own ships, there is rcason to 
apprebend that this important source of the 
ancient groatness of te Netherlands cannot be 
completely recovered without great difienlty. 
In the meanwhile we do not view with regret 
the endcavours of other nations, to render 
themselves as independent. We ought rather 
to follow their exaniple and direct our atten. 
tion to the remaining branches of our industry, 
inerder that they may be màintained aud 
increased, and should in vur turn be careful 
that other vations do not acquire their prosperia 
ty-at our expenee. ' 

MANUFACTURES AND INLAND TRADE, 


Manufactures which formerly constituted so 
considerable a source of welfare, particularly 
deserve the attention of the Government, Lt 
is an erroneous idea to suppose that commerce 
and manufactures are inimicat to each other, 
and that by attending to the promotion of the 
latter, the formerisdestroyed. Theexperience 
of former times sufBcicutly proves, that the 
prosperity of both ean: at once be Ensured ; 
and that ät the very period when this country 
may be said to have been the mart for the 
productions of the North and South, and when. 
trade was of the greatest value, our manufac- 
tures were in the highest degree of perfection. 
Different circumstances have had a perjudicial 
infuence over mauufactures and trade. The 
universal interenptions to trade and the adopt. 
ed system of the French Government, which 
created a preference for all Erench manufac. 
turcs, have greathy contributed to retard ours. 

However nofwithstanding all these inrpedie 
ments, it is hoped that the adoption of a con. 
trary System will caüsê à considerable altera. 
tiou to take place: ë 

"GREAT AND SMALL FISHERIES, 

The great fishery, (hat great source of Dútch 
Prosperity, which for «o many years has 
struggied through inntmerable difficulties, will 
now, ou being delivered from all burtheus, a. 
gain resume is free coursc. 

One hundred and ten herring busses have 
sailed (his year, which: is nearly eqnal “to the 
number sent out dermg. the- mest flourishing 
periods af the Repubiic„and though the quan. 
Uty of sh egught.did not. euval that'of formee 
tiuies, this circumstunce should be: considared 
as an advantage rather than a misfortune: for

spirit of our nation from this object. 


"AGRICULTURE, 


The inhabitants of the Netberlands may 
now hope to sce what (heir forefathers never 
could have imagined, namely, the supply of 
all theie necessary wants from their own: tere 
ritory, and their bumiliating dependence upe 
on other nations utgerly abolished, 

The plentiful crop of last year’s harvest af. 
fords ground for a happy anticipation of fu. 
ture prosperity ; wone of thasc disasters which 
usually render the issue of the harvest ancer. 
tain, have this year disappointed the hopee 
of our agriculturists. Overdowing and erup- 
tions of tbe water have, daring last winter, 
in many places, caused wumervus and serioks 
misfortunes to the husbandmea; and though 
circumstances have not yct permitted the en. 
tire removal of thege digasters, they have ne= 
vertheless. been in a great measure allevated. 

After this short statement, L wish to make

Head-Quarters at Mantua, April 24, 1815, 

The pursuit of the encimy atter the bate 
tles at Ravale and Cassagliv has been con= 
tinued without interruptioa. ‘His breake 
tag up from the Panaro no langer allows 
him any point ef halt, and with greater 
vapidity then in his iteconeerted advance

Field-Marshal Lieutenant Bianchi-efie 
tered Bologna with the arm y-cotps uider 
his command, while the division of Field- 
Marshal Lieutenant Couut: Neupperd;

of the Neapolitans, occupied Imola, 
Faenza, and, on the 19th instant, Forli. 
Ou the right bank of the river Ronco, 
the enemy left behind the divisions Lec- 
chi, in a position very favourable, from the 
advantages of the gfvund; and news was 
received (hat a corps still more consider- 
able continued enírenched at Cescna. … 
_Coant Neapperg resolved to attack the 
enemy witbout loss of time; with this 
view, be detached Wie brigade of Count 
Haugwitz, by the mountains of Meldola 
towards Roversano, to threaten their left 
flauk, while be, with a jast confidence in 
the valvur of his troops, effected, in full 
day, of the 21st, the passage of the rapid 
Ronco, in sight of the whole enemy’s line. 
The advancedeguard, uader the brave 
and skilfal conduct of General Baron 
Geppert, and Colonel Count Zichy, of 
the Lichtenstein Hussars, crossed the 
river, the bank of which the enemy were 
forced to evacuate. Two divisions of the 
regiments St. Julian aud Wied-Runkel, 
bravely led oa by Lieytenant-Colonel 
Longueville and Major Sajoncsek, follow 
ed tv support the former, and with the 
1lth Chasseur battalion formed a bulwark, 
under the protection of which the pioneer

A consie 
derable number of prisoners, the greater 
part left wounded on the feld of battle, 
give a deplorable description of the Nea« 
potitau army, ia which despondency and 
discontent tkreaten to loosen the ties of 
obedience, in as much, as tbe confidence 
of the troops in the cause for which, as 
well as in the leader under whom they 
fight, is wholly destroyed. 

The juy of the inhabitants of every dise: 
trict through which our victorious army 
marches, aad their satisfaction at these 
fortunate events of war, are conspicuously 
displayed. Many mountaineers have tae 
Ken up arms, aud ‘joined our advancede 
guard.
